they expected both sides to curb 
hostilities during evacuation of 650 
French and American refugees. 


While Japanese planes 
droned 


over the city dropping bombs on 
Chinese Pootung across the Whang- 
poo, French and consular and mili- 
tary officials prepared to safeguard 
the refugees down the river to the 
French liner Sphinx. 


The Sphinx is scheduled to sail 


at 8 a. m. Many Americans have 
booked passage.

smashing counter-offensive which 
shifted Shanghai warfare back to 
the city proper and placed in new 
jeopardy the lives of Americans 
and other foreigners.

Japan's long promised "big push" 
and forced a revision of Japanese 
strategy. 


Chinese big guns and machine- 


gun nests sprayed shells and bul- 
lets on Japanese warships and 
troop transports.

tional settlement and the French 
concession. Shrapnel burst over the 
•foreign communities. 


One projectile struck the roof of

They scored three direct hits on the 
Japanese consulate, seriously 
wounding three Japanese consular 
police and one Japanese newspa- 
perman.

years preceding, the world bought 
8,300,000 bales a year of American 
cotton. 


Today, the annual volume.of cot- 


ton exported by America has dwin- 
dled to 5,400,000 bales, and there 
are at least 1,000,000 persons unem- 
ployed in the south. 


Where has our market gone? By 


pegging the price beyond the true 
economic level, we handed a big 
slice of our trade to countries 
which had never produced cotton 
at a profit but which could now 
easily make a profit at the artifi- 
cial price set by the United States 
government. 


Brazil is a case in point. She pro- 


duced only 376,000 bales in 1929. 
Now she is producing annually 
about 1,530,000 bales. Other coun- 
tries have been stimulated 
into 


production, too. Our high prices 
have created new competitors, just 
as a lower and lower price, with 
larger volume for America, will 
gradually wipe out the new com- 
petitors. 


Amount Used Increases 


But is the world consuming more 


or less cotton? The official figures 
show that the world buys 7,000.000 
more bales of foreign cotton now 
than it did eight years ago. Not 
only has the south failed to get any 
of this increased market, but Amer- 
ica has lost in addition .2,500,000 
bales of the market it once had. 
For the world is buying 2,500,000 
bales less cotton than it did from 
the United States eight years ago. 


The New Deal has been camou- 


flaging. Officials started reassur- 
ing the south three years ago, say- 
ing Brazil had a lucky break in 
weather, that other countries could 
not keep up production of cotton 
and so on, but the tell-tale figures 
reveal the tragic truth—the south 
is losing its traditional market for 
cotton. 


The idea that a domestic price 


can be fixed at will and that this 
will benefit our producers was a 
fallacy which the old Hoover farm 
board encountered. Mr. Roosevelt 
spent a good deal of time in the 
campaign of 1932 denouncing gov- 
ernment control of farm prices and 
so did the Democratic national plat- 
form, but the 
TCew Deal went 


ahead and repeated in another 
form the mistake of the Republic- 
an administration just the same. 


Ruled by World Sapply 


Where there is a world supply 


and where a nation produces more 
than it can itself 
consume, 
the 


world supply and demand deter- 
mine the true price. Restriction of 
output can force the domestic price 
up. but the risk run is that the ex- 
port market will be gobbled up by 
other producing 
nations cither 


through a freight differential or by 
slighly lower sale prices. 


The American 
cotton farmer 


saw cotton at 18 ccnis in 1929. He 
saw it at 12 ccnis under the New 
Deal, with crop restriction, and now 
the price is down to 9 cents, and 
there is a big loss in his share of 
the -world cotlon market besides. 


Mr. Roosevelt -was imporuncd to 


peg the price at 10 cents or even 32. 
but he fixed it al 9 cents through 
his use of the power of government 
to lend money on coJton..About 65 
pr cent of 1hc cotton crop is to be 
-subsidized at 3 cents in addition to 
ihe 9-ccnt loans. This is paid for bv

generally and by

Soil Preparation 


Chief Fall Work in 


Vegetable Garden 


While a great many flowers may 


be sown in the fall for next spring's 
blooming, this is true of few vege- 
tables. Fall work in the vegetable 
garden is chiefly concerned with 
preparing the soil for spring. 


Spaded or plowed, and left rough 


over winter, the soil 
will 
obtain 


substantial benefits from the freez- 
ing and thawing of the winter sea- 
son. If manure is to be used to re- 
aleniih the supply of humus it is 
better applied in the fall. 


Fall planting is possible for the 


perennial vegetables, such as as- 
paragus, rhubarb, and 
multiplier 


onions. Spinach for the first spring 
crop may be planted in the fall to 
advantage. Prepare the 
bed and 


scatter the seed in the rows as late 
as possible 
and 
dodge 
frozen 


ground. The idea is to get the seed 
sown so late that it will not ger- 
minate until next spring but will 
be ready to sprout as soon as the 
first favorable weather swells the 
germ in the seed. 


Spinach must do all its growing 


in cool weather. The earlier it can 
be started the better and longer the 
crop. So fall sowing is a real ad- 
vantage. Mulch the bed well after 
the seed is sown and remove the 
mulch early next spring, as soon as 
the ground starts to thaw. There is 


no u^e planting the old-fashioned 
small-leaf spinach. The modern in- 
ventions In the spinach line are so 
far superior, both in size of leaf 
and quality, that it is a 
foolish 


waste of space and time to bother 
with any but the newer sorts, which 
are more heat resistant and less 
prone to race up to seed at 
the 


slightest suspicion of warm weath- 
er. 


Multiplier, or 
potato onions a* 


they are sometimes called, give the 
first young onions in spring. A few 
bulbs put in this fall will give you 
a crop before the onion sets can get 
into action. They are perfectly har- 
dy. 


The asparagus bed may be set 


this fall, getting two-year-old plants 
from dealers. The main re<juisite is 
deep rich soil for asparagus and 
ample root room for each hill, giv- 
ing the plants 3 feet of space each 
way.

force alone.

ment advanced for war. Nor docs it ap- 
pear that the men of these nations are 
becoming soft and flabby, listless or cow- 
ardly through the experience.

MEN AND STOCK 


Senator Bone proposed an amendment

Mussolini's style may not be so fam- 


iliar to the American newspaper reader. 
The following excerpts from a recent edi- 
torial appearing in his newspaper arejjre- 
sentcd as examples of plain speaking: 


"The people continue to pretend 


they -believe these (war) debts will be 
paid one day. No, every one knows 
this is materially, and above all mor- 
ally, impossible. 'Nevertheless when 
the fatal dates, June 15 and Decem- 
ber 15, come around the European 
governments inform America they find 
it impossible to pay. America takes 
note of this and puts it on the order 
of the day. 


"The fiction nevertheless remains 


and carries in its lap the damaging 
element of all embalmed fictions." 
Mussolini, at least, minces no words. 
There is no ambiguity in his written 


comment on war debts owed the United 
States or about his contempt for those 
who are foolish enough to believe that 
the debts will be paid some day. 


HE WANTS ASSURANCES 


One of the five' new 10,000-ton light 


cruisers, the Honolulu, now building for 
the United States Navy slipped down the 
ways in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, re- 
cently. 


Congress authorized construction of 


the vessel back in 1929 and the keel was 
laid a little more than two years ago. To 
cost an estimated $15,000,000, the new 
cruiser is understood to incorporate all 
that is new in naval design, will carry 
a main battery of fifteen six-inch guns 
and will have a speed of more than thir- 
ty-five knots per hour. 


In theory, at least, every taxpayer has 


contributed his mite to the cost of the 
Honolulu. Only a relatively small number 
of taxpayers ever will see her or, for that 
matter, ever will see any warship. The 
taxpayer may read the accounts of her 
launching and get from them the com- 
forting knowledge that one more defen- 
sive weapon is being added to the Navy's 
arsenal, but he is likely to wish, some- 
times, that the men who spend his money 
could be a little more explicit about the 
things they are doing. 


The Naval Appropriation Act approved 


last April carries total appropriations of 
$516,258,808 for the Naval Department and 
the naval service for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1938. 


The Act allocates $130,000,000 for con- 


struction of fighting craft, including two 
35,000-ton battleships previously author- 
ized to cost about $50,000,000 each. Also, 
there is authorization of an expenditure 
of $49,500,000 for naval aviation. 


It is a sizeable bill for defense that is 


presented the taxpayer. 


The taxpayer understands that Navy 


secrets' must be guarded carefully. 
He 


does not expect that Navy men who are 
authorized to speak for publication can 
take him behind the scenes. But he would 
like to have continuing assurance that 
his money is not being put into defensive 
weapons that may be proved obsolete or 
useless even before the finishing touches 
are given to their paintwork. 


The landsman, of course, does not 


know how much to believe when self-con- 
stituted critics of Navy affairs discuss 
their favorite topics, particularly the al- 
leged vulnerability of naval vessels to 
attacks from the air. He wants to accept 
the assurances of Navy spokesmen that 
the worth of bombing planes remains to 
be proved. But the doubt has been cre- 
ated in his mind and he wishes it could 
be dispelled. 


Lately, too. he has been reading about 


the fast-traveling torpedo-carrying "sea 
sleds,'' the so-called "suicide craft'' that 
Italy, and now China, arc reported ready 
for use against enemy vessels. He won- 
ders whether it is worth while to spend 
$50,000,000 for a battleship that conceiv- 
ably can be destroyed by a vessel that 
costs the tiniest fraction of that sum. 


Sometimes he wishes that Navy spokes- 


men could be a little bit more frank-spok- 
en in any public discussion of their prob- 
lems and that such discussions could be 
presented more frequently. The taxpay-' 
cr who foots the bills and who peers about 
uneasily in a troubled world needs large 
and frequent doses of confidence-building 
tonics.

Proceeds from their sale are used 


for purchasing suitable breeding, 
feeding, and resting areas on land 
and in water for waterfowl restor- 
ation purposes. 


Any person, whether he hunts or 


not, may purchase stamps singly, in 
blocks, or in sheets—for hunting, 
stamp collections, or to aid the res- 
toration program. Stamps are on 
sale at first and second class post- 
offices. To be valid, they must be 
signed by the hunters. 


The stamp does not excuse hunt- 


ers from complying with state and 
federal regulations. It must be car-

Not only does 
it withstand the heat and drouth of 
summer, but it has. during the past 
two or three winters, proved that 
it is hardy at temperatures as low 
as twenty degrees below zero. The 
flowers are double, having three 
rows of twisted and curled petals, 
and are often four inches or more 
in diameter. The stems of this daisy 
arc long and straight and the plants 
grow at a uniform height of about 
eighteen inches. The flowers last 
unusually well when cut. Esther 
Read is another new double Shasta 
daisy which shows great promise. 
It has a quilled anemone center.

At Last to Machine Age 


Dim Lights for Safety 


Old men wagged their heads 


doubtfully when they heard of the 
new machine that could knit six 
garments at once. Young men were 
eager to see the "Patent Frame" 
that was to replace the old estab- 
lished hand types. And so. in the 
sixties of last century, the Indus- 
trial Revolution came to Hawick, a 
small Scottish Border town, nest- 
ling amid green hills. 


Only in rare instance is it possi- 


ble to retain the hand-made touch 
in machine-made goods. In the case 
of knitwear, because the old tradi- 
tions of manufacture were deep- 
seated, the new machines are exact- 
ly the same in principle, so that the 
only effect of the machine age has 
been to multiply production. What 
was once little more than a local 
craft has been turned into a world- 
famous commodity, writes Law- 
rence M* Strauss in The British 
World. 


With the new machines came the 


demand for a wider range of mate- 
rials. Garments made from the na- 
tive wool were no longer luxurious 
enough to satisfy the greatly in- 
creased market for these fine Scot- 
tish products. So. at the present 
day. the whole world is ransacked 


to provide the raw material for yet 
another sweater. 


Rare luxurious Cashmere must 


be brought from the bleak high- 
lands to Tibet over half a continent 
before it can be shipped to Scot- 
land: fine Botany wool is brought 
all the way from Australia to the 
Braemar mills. 
Then comes the 


lengthy and intricate spinning proc- 
esses to prepare these fine fleeces 
for the final manufacturing into 
knitwear. 


There is greater scope for new de- 


sign at the present day than ever 
before. Tremendous advances have 
been made in jacquard machinery, 
especially, and it is possible to 
make almost any kind of pattern 
on the newer types of machine.

as campaign material rises. He can 
charge that the industry 
needs 


regulation because it is "affected 
with a public interest." He can get 
votes, too. if the consumer thinks 
that lower prices will result. The 
politician may accuse the oil com- 
panies of selling burners directly 
to the public, so they could later 
on jack up their oil prices. The 
electric and gas utilities have been 
accused of the same procedure. 
The vote-getters may also charge 
the oil companies with keeping fuel 
prices low until a lot of burners 
were installed and then gradually 
squeezing the price up on consum- 
ers. 
So I feel that the oil com- 


panies are treading on dangerous 
ground. 


Coal Trying Comeback 


The second result of higher-fuel 


prices will be the fostering of com- 
petition. The anthracite coal indus- 
try is making a real attempt at a 
come-back.

He was a member of the 
committee that actually started the 
reservation.

ervation have started everything 
but a road program. The govern- 
ment has responded readily to all 
suggestions, he said. 


Father Bonaventure's early-day
